Williams’ duties will include, 
a c c o i d i n g to Representative 
May. "the responsibility of plan­ 
ning a South Carolina memorial 
that can be erected on the battle­ 
field South Carolina is presently 
one of only a few states that had 
forces in the Battle of Gettys­ 
burg and does not have an of­ 
ficial memorial there.” 
Williams is the first non-South 
Carolina native ever to serve on 
commission.

Col. Thomas H. Nixon, chair­ 
man of the commission, said the 
exact dates for the hearings have 
not been set but present plans are 
for two public sessions to be held 
"the latter part of April.” 
At the meetings the commission 
will 
present 
the 
preliminary 
plans for zoning the township. The 
public then will be invited to ask 
questions, make suggestions and 
recommendations. After the hear­ 
ings the planning commission will 
review the recommendations sub­ 
mitted and make such changes in 
the proposed zoning ordinance as 
indicated. The revised report will 
then be presented to the Cumber­ 
land Township Board of Super­ 
visors which is required to hold 
a public hearing on the revised 
report before the supervisors can 
•nae! the ordinance. 


The "Questions and Answers” 
sheets note that the zoning ordi­ 
nance, if one is enacted, can be 
changed by the supervisors or can 
be repealed by them, but before 
there is any change after enact­ 
ment the supervisors must give 
public notice and hold a public 
hearing. 
It also notes that the zoning 
ordinance cannot be retroactive. 
A nonconforming use already es­ 
tablished in a zoned area has the 
right to continue indefinitely and 
ordinarily has the right to ex­ 
pand ra change to another similar 
use. The ordinance would pre­ 
vent any other nonconforming use 
from entering the area after the 
ordinance was passed. The ques 
tion and answer sheet defines a 
conforming use as one which does 
not conform to the use regula­ 
tions of the district in which it 
is located. "For example, a gro­ 
cery store in a residence district 
is a nonconforming use.” 
A number of other "questions

WaWemer Zagars. assistant pro­ 
fessor of economics at Gettys­ 
burg College, said that “author­ 
ities believe Khrushchev is the 
most popular nile in Russia since 
the Revolution” in a talk before 
the Torch Club Tuesday evening 
at Trinity United Church of Christ. 
Speaking on “Russian Econom­ 
ic Development.” the local col­ 
lege professor listed figures for 
production growth which he said 
were made available by the U.S.

Eleven students have taken part 
since Gregory installed the pro­ 
gram last year. They are football 
players who have finished their 
four years of competition and are 
in the final semester of their sen­ 
ior year. They get no academic 
credit. 
PROGRAM OUTLINED 
Here’s how the program works: 
Beginning in January, the stu­ 
dents meet with Gregory for 2M» 
hours a week (o discuss coaching 
theories, offenltes and defenses 
and to watch movies. 
At the first meeting, each stu­ 
dent is assigned the task of writ­ 
ing to several leading colleges in 
an area seeking information on 
drills, theories and plays and re- 
q u e s t i n g game movies. Many 
schools, including Syracuse, Geor­ 
gia Tech, Wisconsin, Army and 
Duke, have cooperated. 
When spring practice opens in 
March the students take over the 
full coaching load. Each coach 
specializes 
in 
the 
position 
he 
played. 
He prepares a written test to 
be given to the players with whom 
j he worked. At the conclusion of 
practice, each student helps Greg­ 
ory evaluate the players. 
Each student is responsible for 
complete practice session for a 
minimum of two days. He is given 
complete charge.

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Four Cities Will Reenact Mobilization 
Of "First Defenders" To Enter Civil War 


By RUSSELL LANDSTROM 
PHILADELPHIA (A P)-Jurt IOO 
yeans ago. at the outbreak of the 
Civil War. Abraham Lincoln called 
for 75.000 volunteers to fight for 
the Union. 
\Miat troops responded first has 
been the subject of dispute ever 
since. 
Pennsylvania insists that its 
‘Tirst Defenders." made up of 476 
men rn five companies, actually 
were ahead. 
More tiwn ever, in this Civil War 
centennia! year, this state is press­ 
ing for fuller recognition of that 
priority. 
Histo leal reeoids show that the 
“first Defenders" marched into 
Washington at 6 p.m. on April 18, 
1861. and were quartered, in one 
of the improvisations of the times. 
behind flour barrels in the capi­ 
tol 
CONFIRMED BY CONGRESS 
Pennsylvanians find it hard to 
understand why there should be 
any confusion or misunderstanding 
about the circum*! aces. especi­ 
ally >.nee Congress adored a re­ 
solution acknowledging that the 
Pennsylvanians were the first to 
arrive, and Simon Cameron, then 
secretary of war. verified it in a 
letter. 
In fact, credit is given to one 
company—from Pottsville in the 
hard coal country — for having 
been the first even to offer its 
services That was on .April 13. 
The “First Defenders" embraced 
two companies from Pottsville and 
one each from Reading, Lewis­ 
town and .Allentown. They were 
infantry and artillery outfits. 
.All units went to Harrisburg, the 
state capital, before reporting for 
duty in Washington. 
TO BE REENACTED 
On April 16. the exciting scenes 
of mobilization, the rousing send- 
offs given the soldiers, the out 
bursts of patriotic feeling, all will 
be re-enacted in the four cities 
frivolled. and in Harrisburg 
The details are in the hands of 
historians and of the Pennsylva­ 
nia First [Menders Association, of 
which over the years has perpetu­ 
ated the traditions and retold the 
tales of the first Union volunteers. 
The Reading Railroad, which 
carried the "First Defenders.” is 
running a special train to Harris­ 
burg m honor of the volunteer un­ 
its. using the last active steam 
engine on a major eastern rail­ 
road The trip will be open to the 
public, sharing accommodations 
with men 
uniformed as union 
troops bound for war duty. 
SOME QUAINT SCENES 
Scenes both curious and spec­ 
tacular. quaint and tumultuous 
emerge from the historical rec­ 
ords. In Reading, for example, the 
Ringgold Light Artillery, under 
Capt. James McKmght. boarded 
»he troop tram for Harrisburg, 
carrying, not barrack twigs, bed 
rolls or duffle kits. but civilian 
carpetbags and a big flag present 
Bd by the women of the city. 
And here is what an issue of the 
Miners Journal had to say about 
he departure of the Pottsville 
*(ompanies: 
“.As they proceeded (town Centre 
ut reft they were greeted with 
cheer* from the thousands who 
ined each side of the street, and 
a perfect ocean of handkerchiefs 
waved by the ladies, who had tak­ 
en possession of all the window*. 
and 
every 
available 
situation 
along tile street. 
IIUSINESS WAS SUSPENDED 
“All the stores were closed and 
lnisir***.* entirely suspended. At 
the depot, the crowd was immense 
and it was almost impossible to 
fore# your way through it. The 
lops of the passenger and freight 
ears, the roof of the depot and 
neighboring horses, were black 
’nth spectators. Never had so 
.treat a concourse assembled on 
inv one occasion before in Potts- 
nile.” 
Of the troop departure from Al­ 
lentown, a Lehigh County history 
records: 
FAREW ELL DINNER 
“The excited populace crowded 
the armory and streets; the citi- 
tens packed a box with necessary 
articles of clothing: charged them- 
leKes with the care and support 
it the families of the departing 
men: and prepared a farewell (lin­ 
ier ai the Eagle Hotel, placing un­ 
der each plate a 5 state bank 


note, which. unfortunately, had no 
purchasing power upon their ar­ 
rival in Washington." 
In those days—for many years 
af terwards —i ndi vidua I banks had 
the right to issue currency. After 
the Civil War, however, many 
banks issued notes without enough 
assets to cover them, and these 
notes were dubbed shinplasters. 
With the passage of the Federal 
Reserve Act. creating a centra! 
banking system, individual issu­ 
ance of currency largely disap­ 
peared. 
But it did not matter to the 
troops that their notes would not 
be good in Washington. The day 
was 
oo exhilarating, and too 
many gifts of other kinds were be­ 
ing showered upon the men. Why 
worn over five dollars? 
.As in the other cities, cheering. 
waving, yelling crowds milled be­ 
hind and alongside the soldiers as 
they tramped to the railroad sta­ 
tion, over streets lightly covered 
with untimely snow, to music by 
a fifer and two drummers. 
CONFINE TO HARRISBURG 
The re-enactment will not go 
beyond what happened in Harris­ 
burg. For the ensuing drama and 
danger, frustrations and foulups, 
one must go to the war chrome! es 
themselves. 
Hie Pennsylvanians on their way 
to the capital came up against in­ 
furiated mobs in Baltimore, and 
several were hurt. 
Thier arrival in Washington on 
the night of the 18th was credited 
with deterring the South from at­ 
tacking the capital, which was 
poorly armed. 
It was a strange night for the 
defenders, lodged behind their 
flour barrel*, but they got a big 
lift when Lincoln came around for 
a visit and made a point of shak­ 
ing hands with every man. 
"SPIRITS SAGGED" 
The men s spirits .sagged, how­ 
ever. as a typical army snafu de­ 
veloped, resulting in what amount­ 
ed to a forgetting or mislaying of 
the Pennsylvania contingent. The 
“First Defenders" were not form­ 
ally assigned to a regiment until 


two dozen other regiments had 
been formed. That delay doubtless 
led to mtsunderstanding over who 
came first. 
It was a time of short enlist 
ments. So the men filled out their 
agreed term—three months—and 
returned home with the thanks of 
the high command. Many, of 
course eventually answered the 
call to the colors again and served 
gallantly. 
CHARGED WITH 
1929 MURDER 


ALLENTOWN. Pa. <AP>-A 53- 
year-old steel plant millwright 
Wednesday night was charged with 
a murder which police said oc­ 
curred in 1929. 
Police accused Charles Kucsan. 
of Bath R. 2, Pa., of running 
down Peter Fry with a roadster 
after an argument during which 
Kucsan allegedly had accused Fry 
of cheating at poker. Fry, of Al­ 
lentown, who was 46 at the time. 
died the following day. 
Police said Kucsan gave a state­ 
ment admitting he hit Fry with 
the roadster but that he planned 
only to knock him down and scare 
him. 
At a hearing before an alder­ 
man. Kucsan was held without 
bail on a general charge of mur­ 
der. There is no statute of limita­ 
tions in murder cases. 
The case was re-opened two 
weeks ago. police said, when some­ 
one gave them a tip. Police de­ 
clined further elaboration on the 
re-opening of the case.

REDS' BABIES 
TD COME FRDM 
A TEST TUBE 


HONG KONG (AP)-China’* 650 
millions aren’t multiplying fast 
enough for the Communists. They 
are working on test-tube babies. 
“Many theoretical and technical 
problems remain to be solved,’’ a 
Chinese scientist reported in the 
official Peiping People’s Daily. 
The government organ devoted 
3,500 words to the subject, indi­ 
cating the importance the Peiping 
regime attaches to the possibility 
of test-tube babies in China. 
Ifs part of Peiping’s paradoxi­ 
cal but heavy propaganda empha­ 
sis on Communist China’s need for 
manpower.

Q. I am a married woman and 
I have worked a long time under 
social .security. I am not yet 65 
big my doctor told me I am un­ 
able to do any more work. Can I 
draw disability benefits? If my 
husband is st til working, can I 
draw the benefits? If I can col­ 
lect them would there lie an ef­ 
fect on my husband's social se 
curity* 
A. If you have worked for at 
least five years under social se­ 
curity out of the 10-year period 
just before you became disabled, 
you may be eligible for disability 
benefits. Such disability benefits 
would be based on your work rec­ 
ord. The fact that your husband 
is still working does not affect 
your right to collect them. Also 
the fact that you draw your own 
social .security in no way affects 
your husband s social security. 
Q. I’ve been reading one of the 
pamphlets on disability benefits 
under social security and I've 
been wondering whether a tempo­ 
rary disability can qualify a work­ 
er for disability benefits under 
social security. 
A. No. A remediable condition 
that will improve with time or 
that can be treated without sig­ 
nificant risk to the patient's life 
or health is not considered dis­ 
abling.

TWO PLANES

CLASSROOMS 


By RICHARD L. GRAVES 
HARRISBURG (AP)-The Pub­ 
lic Instruction Department, report­ 
ed today the state will need up­ 
ward of 4,400 new classrooms next 
fall. 
Dr Carl D. Morneweck, the de­ 
partment’s director of research, 
said the state’s actual classroom 
need last fall—based on a newly 
completed 
survey—was 
6,195 
classrooms. 
“However, it is expected about 
3,000 will be provided during the 
current year,” said Moreweck. 
But at the same time a number 
of outdated, substandard or dan 
gerous classrooms will go out of 
use 
and 
require 
replacement 
Morneweck said. 
NO SOLID VALUE 
Because of the great age of the 
state’s school system, there has 
never been any solid value fixed 
for all of the state’s public school 


buildings. 
In 1950 the state's school auth­ 
ority construction program got 
rolling. 
The authority system allows the 
school districts to set up financing 
agencies or to finance construc­ 
tion of a school through the State 
Public School Building Authority. 
The costs of the project are paid 
back to the authority through rent­ 
als paid by the school districts. In 
turn the state underwrites the 
school construction cost. 
SUBSIDIES GIVEN 
The amount of state subsidy per 
school district for construction de­ 
pends on a complicated formula 
which takes into account the wealt 
of the area—poor districts get 
more subsidy; rich districts get 
less. The average subsidy is for 
one half of the construction rental 
costs. 
Between 1950 and 1959 school 
construction worth $1,246,238,000 
was built. 
But the present state ceiling on 
construction which the Common­ 
wealth will underwrite is $1,300,- 
000,000. The DPI’s Construction 
Bureau says there are some 950 
projects which can still be finance 
before the ceiling is reached.
